4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claiml and thus 2-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It isn't clear what the position of the magnetic valve disk 8 is when the valve is 
open to admit air through the opening 12. Figure 5 shows the disk covering the opening 
in the closed position and it is understood that magnetic attraction holds the disk over 
the opening. What opens the valve or moves the disk away from the opening 12 to 
permit air to enter? Is the metal body 9 so flexible that vacuum forces cause it to warp 
inwards away from the disk? If so how does this warping affect the tube attachment? Is 
the valve manually actuated by removing the disk? 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031 , 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 1 31 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 2 recites the 
broad recitation 10 cm to 200 cm, and the claim also recites 30 cm to 100 cm and 30 
cm to 80 cm which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the second inner tube" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 6 insofar as they are definite and understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Alonso in view of Wagner and Cueto. 

Alonso teaches a nursing bottle with an air inlet valve comprised of a valve body 
and valve disk covering an opening in the valve body. Wagner teaches a check valve 
construction which uses a magnetic disk and metal valve body which may be imbedded 
or coated to protect the components. To have formed the valve of Alonso of coated 
magnetic and metal components to reduce wear on the components would have been- 
obvious in view of the teaching by Wagner. Moreover to have provided the bottle with 
an internal and external tube feeding arrangement for remote feeding would have been 
obvious in view of Cueto. Note that Alonso suggests the use of rubber for the 
components to avoid rust. 

7. Claims 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Forestal. 

To have made the external tube of at least 10 cm so that the bottle might be 
mounted to the crib for feeding would have been obvious in view of such teaching by 
Forestal 

8. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Bonacorso et al. 
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9. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Schaar. 

To the extent that applicant shows any particular connection for a second inner 
tube, Schaar teaches the provision of a tube within a nipple which includes a sponge 
filler. Therefore to have formed the nipple of Cueto with a filer and inner tube to pass 
the fluid to the nipple opening would have been obvious in view of such teaching by 
Schaar at 55 and 59. 

10. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Ponder. 

To have provided a weight at the lower end of the inner tube to direct the opening 
of the tube would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Ponder at 37, 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zippe, Blackford, Jacobs and Seessle et al are examples of other 
magnetic valve constructions. Wolf, Gamblin, Jr, Tabeau, Guss, Bloch, Garvin, Greene, 
and Kiyota show other containers with feeding tubes. Greenwood et al and Clemens 
who other valve constructions in bottles
